Paul's Croſs (as I am in- 
formed) was burnt down at the fire of Zondon ; ut 
Chriſt crucified, whom Paul preached, may yet be 
exalted in the ſtreets and lanes of the city,—Our 


Lord hath given us a univerſal commiſſion; Go ye, 
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and preach the goſpel to every creature. When thruſt 


out of the ſynagogues, a mount, a ſhip were his pul- 
pit, and the heavens were his ſounding-board.— Thus 


Latimer, Cranmer, Ridley, and Mr. Jahn Fox, the fa- 
mous Martyroligift, preach'd, —And who needs be 


athamed of copying after ſuch unexceptionable exam- 
ples? But I am detaining you too long—Haſte, and 


read: and if in reading you feel what I did, you will 
be glad of the ſecond part of this ſermon now lying

In like manner the other apoſtles alſo whenſaever they 
come, either ſhewing whoie ſervants they be, or to teach any 
doctrige, or to work miracles, ever they bear the name of 
Chriſt before them. With him they begin, and with him 


they end, Now, if meſſengers or ambaſſadors, which come 


from 
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from earthly princes and potellates in this world, are com- 


monly eſteemed and reputed according to the eſtate and place 
of them which ſend them, and eſpecially if the matter bring 


with it any face of temporal commodity, men are wont right 


gladly to receive them. How much more then ought we to 
be moved with this heavenly and moſt joyful Jegation directed 


unto us, not from any terrene prince or lord, but from the 


King of Kings, and Prince of all princes, eſpecially touching 
ſuch a berefit here ſent and offered unto us by him, of ſuch 
ſpecial and fingular effect, that without it no earthly thing in 


all the worid can make us happy, and having it nothing can 
make us miſerable, |

This cardinal legate firſt coming to Dover, was honoura-

being more honourably received by lords of high eſtate, and 
ot the privy council, {of whom ſome are yet ahve) was con- 
duced from thence to the privy ftairs of the queen's court at 
Weſtmniter, no leſs perion than king Philip himſelf waiting 
upon him and receiving him, and fo was brought to the 
qaeen's great chamber, ihe then being, or elſe pretending 
not to be weil at eaſe. Stephen Gardiner the biſhop of Win- 
cheiter, and lord chancellor of Erglard, receiving this noble 
levate in the king and the queen's behalf, to commend and 
tec forth the authority of this legate, the greatneſs of his meſ- 
ſage, and the ſupreme majeſty of the {ender, before the pub- 
lic audience of the whole parliament at that time aſſeinbled, 
there openly proteſted with great ſolemnity of words, what 
a mighty meſſage and of what great importance was then 
brought into the realm, even the greateſt meſſage, ſaid he, 
that ever came into England: and therefore defired them to 
give atentive and inclivable ears to ſuch a famous lezation, 
lent from io high auchority.

came to England: forgetting belike either this meſſage of 
God ſent here by his apoſtles unto us; or eiſe becauſe he 
ſaw it made not ſo much ſor his purpoſe as did the other, he 
made the leſs account thereof. 

Well then, and will we ſee. what a weigaty meſſage this 
was that Gardiner fo exquilitely commendeth ? Firſt, the 
ſender is gone, the meſtenger is gone, the queen is gone, 
and the meſſage gone, aud yet Exglaud not a ruſh the better. 
Of which meſſage I may ſay, anſwering again to Gardiner. 
per inverſionem rhetoricam, that this was the lighteſt and moit 
trifling legacy, of ail legacies or meſſages that ever came, or 
ſhall come to Eng land, /ci/icif, that we ſhould be reconciled 


again to the pope. But let the pope with. his reconciliation 


go, as they are already gone, (God be thanked) and I be- 


ſeech God io may they be gone, that they may never come 
here again. England never fared better than when the pope 
did molt curſe it. And yet | licar whiſpering of certain privy 
reconcilers, ſent of late by the pope, which ſecretly creep in 
But this I teave to them that have to do withal.

So the biſhop of Rome, directing forth his precepts or bulls, 

never ſpeaketh.. in other number, but mandamus, ſtatuimus. 
ordinamus, et wilumus. And although he be but one ſingular 
perion that ſpeaketh, and ſuch as will needs be ſingular alone 

above all others; yet diſdaineth he to ſpeak in the ſingular 
number, but always uſeth the plural, to expreis belike his 
regale ſacerdotium. Who becauſe he ſeeth great kings and

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emperors frequent this trope of writing and ſpeaking, leſt he 1 


ſhould ſeem in any point inferior to them, or not to ſpeak as 
big as they for their lives, uſeth therefore the fame regal or 
imperial phraſe of ſpeech, with his mandamus, et voiumus, &c. 
when as Chriſt in the goſpel is content to ſay, mondatum no- 


vun Ao oobis.s not damas wvobis, &c. But let the pope's ſtile

This is certain, that St. Paul, in theſe words, We come as

But to our pur-

The office of mmiſters was wont, in the time of barbarous 
popery, to be counted orare, predicare, facrificare, to pray, 
to preach, and to ſacrifice, But they which allotted thoſe 
offices to the miniſtty, thought belike to bring in the Aaro- 
nical, or levitical prieſthood again, with their praying for 
the ſins of the people, and offering continual ſacrifice for the 
fame. As for prayer, which they call [orare], I take that 
office as common to all Chriſtian men, and not only appro- 
priate to the miniſtry, to pray I mean for ſins. And as 


touching [| /acrificare] if they mean thereby to ſacrifice 


Chrilt's body of ſin; that office only appertair-th to Chriſt, 
and to none other. But we which are entred now into tae 
New Teſtament, and are paſt from ſhadows to the body, 
from legal ſignifications, to ſpirit and truth, following the 
direction of Chrift's commiſſion. m his gotpel, do ſay with St. 
Pau, that the principal office of the micitters of the new

Although it be not in my utterance, nor in no mortal 
tongue to expreſs the fulneſs of theſe deep and profound 

myſteries of ſpititual things; yet by that as I could de- 
clare, ſomewhat you heard, and more may conceive with 
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that is, O the readineſs of God's gracious love! O the

yourſelves, firſt of the horrible wrath of God, and his 


diſtrict ſeverity againſt fin, with all ſuch penalties, plagues, 
and puniſhments due for the ſame, declared unto you. 


After that, you heard again of the ſingular and ſuperabun- 


dant greatneſs of his fatherly tenderneſs towards us, who 


ſo willingly, ſo kindly, not only offereth his reconciliation, 
but alſo inviteth us, yea, prayeth us, to be reconciled un- 
to him, | | 


Now what this reconciliation is, and what great things 


come thereof, it followeth likewiſe to be conſidered. 
W hich albeit it cannot fo amply be deſcribed to you as it 
is in itſelf, yet by ſimilitudes and examples partly it may be 
conceived. For as we fee in a worldly government, when 
any ſubject is under the indignation and diſpleaſure of his 
prince, his Rate is miſerable, his mind unquiet, fraught 
full of fear and dread, his heart out of comfort, in his 
life no ſafety, but he living like a dead man: briefly, no 
calamity lacketh where the wrath of a prince hangeth. But 
if the treſpaſs be pardoned, and diſpleaſure removed, 
the fear departeth, hope reviveth, comfort cometh, and 
life beginneth to look up. Even ſo, or rather much more 


than ſo, it is between God and man. For fo long as we 


Were under wrath, there was nothing in man but death, 


dread, damnation, hell, malediction, the tyranny of Sa- 
tan, unquietneſs; in ſum, all the miſeries of hell were 
heaped upon the poor ſoul of man. But after it pleaſed 
the goodneſs of our God to turn from us his wrath, and 
to receive us again to favour; now all is turned, our fear 
to hope; death to life; damnation to ſalvation ; hell to 
heaven; malediction to bliſs ; the power of Satan aifloly- 
ed; care to comfort; and in ſum, all the felicities, fo 
many as Paradiſe can hold, do now belong to man. 
But what ſhould 1 let forth the high amplitude of this 
heavenly reconciliation of our Lord by earthly ſimilitudes, 


which by no compariion of man can be expreſled? For 


in man's agreement, though the prince be reconciled never

ſtant as altereth by days or times, but is the receiving of 


mankind into the eternal favour and mercy of God, even 
the ſame which ZJaiab the prophet, chap. liv. ſpeaketh of 
in theſe words, ſaying, For a liitle moment of time I hae 
left thee, but in great mercies I auill gather thee, In a mo- 
ment of my indignation, I have hid my face a while from 
thee : but in my ewerloſting mercy ] have pitied thee, ſaith 
the redeemer, thy Lord, &c. W 

This reconciliation, now to be defined, is the receiving 
again of man into the perpetual favour of God, purchaſed 
by Chriſt to all them that by faith and repentance come 
unto him. Which eternal favour of God, as we ſhewed 
before to be freely offered unto us; ſo now remaineth fur- 


ther to be explained, what favour this is, how it is perpe- 


tual, by what cauſe it cometh, and to whom it belongeth. 
Touching the firſt, to declare what favour this is where- 
unto we are received, here is to be underſtood by the 
meaning of St. Pau], this favour to be that which is con- 
trary to the wrath and malediction which went before for 
fin: for as that malediction did threaten unto us eternal 
rejection, under which we were, and ſhould perpetually 
Have continued, had it not been ſtopped ; ſo is this re- 
concilement a receiving again into eternal acceptation, 
which perpetually doth, and ſhall continue for Chriſt's 


fake to all faithful believers in him. And this favour I 


call perpetual in reſpect of time; for that God promiſeth 
never to remember, nor to impute our fins any more, for 
Chriſt's ſake, Jer. chap, xxxi. And hereof ſpringeth the 


fountain of perpetual remiſſion, promiſed in the 13th chap- 


ter of the prophet Zachariah, where he ſaith, In that day 


ſhall be open to the houſe of David, and to the dwellers of 


Feruſalem, a fountain to the cleanſing away of fin, & men- 


ftrui, &c. 


Where note how the p: ophet ſaith, In that day, We, aſ- 
figning not divers and ſundry days, when Chriſt's body 
ſhould be offered for fin ; but ſignifying, that one day 
ſhould come, when that lamb and ſacrifice, which was ſlain 


from the beginning of the world in God's determination, 


and 
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and afterwards was offered actually once and no more; 
ſhould ſuffice to purge the ſins and filthineſs of all the dwel- 


lers in Jeruſalem, that 1s, of all ſuch as retain to him by 
faith. And thus have yon the cauſe of remiſſion of fins, 
to be only the ſacrifice of Chriſt's body offered up to God, 
not every day, but in one appointed day, which we call 
Good- Friday: for the which ſacrifice fake God hath aſ- 
ſured his promiſe to all and ſingular perſons that ſhall come 
or ſeek to his fon by faith, to give them free forgiveneſs, 
and never to remember, nor impute their fins to them any 
more. | | | 

And herein ſtandeth the difference between the Pope's 
doctrine and ours. For he holdeth, that the ſacrifice of 
Chriſt's body not one day but every day 1s to be offered 
for fin. Contrary, we with the ſcriptures affirm, remiſſion 
of ſins to be the effect only of one cauſe; that is, of 
Chriſt's biood our Saviour, ſacrificed once on Good-Fri- 
day upon the croſs, and never elſe, to take away all ma- 
lediction of ſin for ever, as well for them that were be- 
fore his paſſion, as them that ſhould follow after. And 
that is it that the ſcripture ſaith, The Lamb to be lain from 
the beginning of the world; and ſo is he flain to the latter 
end: meaning thereby the virtue and power of that ſa- 
crifice to extend univerially to all times, to all men, and 
to all kinds of fins, from the beginning to the end of tre 
world for ever. So that on Chriſt's part, the cauſe only 
Which worketh reconciliation and remiſſion of fins, is his 
only death and bloodſhedding once ſacrificed actually {and 
never elſe) upon Good-Friday. On our parts, the cauſe 
only that worketh this reconciliation and remiſſion, and is 


of us required, is not to offer up this body again for a 


daily ſacrifice to God; but only to believe faithfully and 
obediently upon him that was ſacrificed for us, and ſo by 
faith to apply the merits of his paſſion to us. And to 
this faith God hath promiſed perpetual remiſſion of our fins, 


according to the manifeſt teſtimony of the ſcripture, where 


it is in the Acts of the Apoſtles thus expreſſed, That to 
him all the prophets bear witneſs, all men 10 receive remiſſion 
of ins by him, whoſeever believe in his name, Fc. Acts x. 
Again, Acts xvi. Believe in the Lord Jeſus, and thou ſhalt be 
Saved and thy whole houſe, Fc. Peter and Paul ſay not: Offer 
Chriſt's body for a daily ſacrifice to God; but only believe 
in him and thou ſhalt be ſaved, And thus much hitherto 
concerning reconciliation, what it is, how it is perpetual, 
. e what 
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A "what i is the only Ke, thereof, pry to W it . 
eth: whereof more ſhall be ſaid (Chriſt willing) anon.

Whereby we ſee remifiion of ſins to 
ſtand otherwiſe now than it did then: for in the old law, 
although ſins were purged after a fort, by ſacrifices and 
blood of beaſte, yet that remiſſion laſted not for ever, but 
for certain times, ſo that new fins ever required new ſa- 
crifies. | 

Wherein appeareth the pernicious abuſe of the daily ſa- 
crifice of the Pope's maſs, moſt falſe and contrary to all 
ſcripture, utterly ſubverting the truth of God's covenant 
and teſtament. For if fin ſhould need daily purgation by 
daily ſacrificing, as it did before, what difference then 
make we between the New Teſlament and the Old, be- 
tween the Chriſtians and the Jews? Or if Chriſt's body 


once facrificed for fin, cannot ſerve except It be daily ſa- 


erificed for purgation thereof, where is then this everlaſtin 

reconciliation taught by the apoſtles? Or where is this 
never remembering of our fins any more, promiſed by the 
prophets?

Of the which cauſe the 
apoſtle to the Hebreaus, ſpeaking of Chriſt Jeſus crucified, 
and conſummated, addeth moreover, and faith, Factu- 
omnibus obtemperantibus ſibi, cauſa eterne ſalutis, &c. id 
eſt, Was made to all which obey him, the cauſe of eternal 
Salvation, &c, Heb. 5, By the which words we are taught 
the cauſe of remiſſion of {ins to be the only body of Chriſt 
offered for us, and the ſame body to be once offered and 
never more, as in the ſame epiſtle followeth in theſe words 
declared; Nunc autem ſemel in inſtante conſummatione, &c. 
New hath he once appeared in this latter conſummation of the 
aborld, to the deflirudtion of fin by his own oblation, &C. 
Heb. 9. Whereby we have to note, that as the once ap- 
pearing of Chriſt is the only cauſe of deſtruction of fin, 
and remiſſion not to be ſought at any other cauſe but that

And thus as ye ſee God hath given his 6wn fon to death 
to reconcile you unto him; let it not be grievous to you, 
to give and forgive ſmall matters to your neighbour, to 
nouriſh amity and agreement between him and you, with- 
out which agreement I ſee not how man's life can conſiſt. 
Firſt, forſomuch as in this fragility of man's nature, it 
cannot be avoided ; but where lociety is, offences will, ei- 
ther be given or taken; ſome cauſe of gradge and va- 
riance will riſe between man and man, mean and wife, 
friend and friend, yea brother and brether, that ſhall fer 
them aſunder. 

Then, beſides this, cometh in ſuch a multitude of make 
bates, of flatterers, whiſperers, clawbacks, backbiters, 
talecarriers, ſycophants, and ſlandering tongues, ſent out 
as ſatan's meſſengers, to carry and recarry miſreports and 
falle lies, to ſow the ſeed of diflention betwixt one and 
another, ſo that take away reconciliation, and it ſhall not 
be for any to live together one with another in this world. 

Some there be which uſe to give light ear to ſuch whil- 
perers and ſlatterers, and theſe are much toblame. Others 
there be as light of credit, that whatſoever they hear told, 
that they believe, and ſo believe the firſt tale, that they 
will not believe the ſecond, and theſe one-eared men be 
worſe than the firſt, worthy to have but one ear on their 
head, which will not hear with both. But the third ſort 
is worſt of all, who being intiamed by ſiniſter reports, after 
they have once conceived an inward grudge againſt their 
friend or neighbour, are ſo ſtiff, fo way ward, and ſo 
crabbed, that hardly or never they will be reconciled af- 
ter. Such ſtoical ſtomachs: and unſatiable natures, which 
neither live here like angels, nor yet remember themſelves 
to be but men amongſt men, are to be ſent ad rempublicam 
Platons, or to M. More's Utopia, either there to live with 
themſelves, or elſewhere as none may live to offend them. 
With what meaſure ye mete to others, the ſame ſhall be mete 
2 to you, (Luke 6) faith the voice of juſtice. But here 
ſpeaketh the voice of mercy and deſireth you, that as God 
hath meaſured unto you, {o ye will meaſure to other. He 
is reconciled, as you ſee, unto you, be you reconciled 
now one o another.
